The Old Three'!. 


Our office window contains a frame 


inside which are enclosed the likenesses 
of the officers and members of Aquid- 
neck Engine Company No. 8, as^, they 
existed in 1859, at which date the pic- 
tures were taken. No greater attrac- 
tion has ever occupied this window, 
aud a crowd of spectators were there 
for several days from "sun to sun." 
It 


was interesting to listen to the remarks 
of the spectators as they identified in 
the frame some familiar face of years 
ago, but now so changed. Many of 
them have long since "crossed the 
river," some are still with ns, but "in 
the sere and yellow leaf," aud "leaning 
on their staffs," and not a few are to- 
day easily identified by the pictures 
taken 28 years ago, and which is now 
the property of Capt. Peter J. Lee, who 
has loaned it temporarily to Torrent 
Steam Fire Company No. 1, to decorate 
their parlors. The writer has no de- 
sire to interfere with tho arrangements 
of his firemen friends, but merely sug- 
gests that the interesting picture should 
become the property of the Newport 
Historical Society. At the request of 
many we publish a list of tho names in 
the order in which they arc arranged in 
the frame.

F. Boardley vs. Patrick Burke, 
in the former of which the jury dis- 
agreed and in the latter rendered a ver- 
dict for $50 in favor of plaintiff, occu- 
pied, with the Sprague vs. Sprague di- 
vorce petition, which was granted, the 
first two days, and then the crimin- 
al docket was called. In this the inter 
est centred, as it consisted of the vari- 
ous continued liquor cases, in which the 
Barnes Bros, and the so-called rug ped- 
dlers were the principal state witness- 
es. The Barnes boys, of course, failed 
to appear, but the venders of rugs were 
on hand aud gave evidence where call- 
ed.

New York, Augusts, 1775. On Tues-

Thompson, of the Pennsylvania regi- 
ment of Kitlc-men; and yesterday they 
proceeded on their journey to his Ex- 
cellency General Washington's camp at 
Cambridge. 


On Wednesday tho 12th ult., at 55 


minutes after three o'clock in the eve-

Also on this lloor is a reception room 
for callers who desire to see any of tho 
employes, and in tho front corner, quite 
shut off by iisolf, is Mr. Hood's very 
pleasant private office, finished in cher- 
ry and nandsomoly furnished with 
cnarming taste.

iu scores. I remember onco sho asked 
mo over to breakfast to talk over some 
otters she had received. She read a 
number uflottora from thu basket. Fi- 
nally she came to one worded in a dic- 
tatorial manner from a person who 
should have used bettor judgment. She 


I broke down and cried like a child. 
"Why." she said, "they treat me like a 
child as if I had no mind of my own." 
If she had confidence in her friends sho 
loved to feel that she could eimlide in 
them implicitly. She would complain 
when an object of charity was under 
discussion, "you never tell mo how 
much 1 had better give." Sho novel- 
failed to send a generous donation* to 
any charity when she was convinced 
that tho object was good. Letters came 
in scores to her, but she looked over 
all. 
Many were men begging letters 


for unworthy objects. Isearly half of 
Miss Wolfe's time was taken np with 
such letters. Sho tuiid once with tears 
in her eyes: 


"How can I give with any sense of re- 


sponsibility so long as I do not know- 
to whom 1 am giving?" 
She was an 


exceptionally robust woman of strong 
constitution, but ton years ago I felt 
that her health must break down under 
tho mental strain to which she was sub- 
ject from the continual appeals to her 
generosity. She bad no rest and pass- 
ed sleepless nights remembering the 
stories of sufferings told, too many of 
which were miserable subterfuges to 
obtain money. Sho was compelled to 
;o to Europe for rest, and I havo beard 
icr give orders that no letters should 
'ollow her. She never forgot hor inter- 
est in charities hero when she went 
abroad, and when she was up tho Nile I 
received a letter from her asking mo to 
distribute over $25,000 in various sums. 
Her devotion to hor father and all chari- 
ties in which be had been interested 
wont with her through lifo. Miss V.'olfo 
was a remarkable woman because her 
cbarities were systematic and wore de- 
voted to worthy objects. She seemed 
always to act from a strong sense of 
duty. 


'•While Miss Wolfe was not a society 


woman, yet she scrupulously discharg- 
ed her duties to society. Sho attended 
to her letters every morning in a room 
devoted to this purpose. There was al-

The Irishman and His Potato. 


Why is the potato so much grown 


and consumed in Ireland? It is lie- 
cause potato growing and potato cat- 
ing form tho simplest process by which 
the Irish tenant can keep body and 
soul together. Ho turns up his land, 
plants it, waits four or five months, and 
then digs the crop. Tho product of 
these operations is his sustenance. 
It 


has not, like cattle, or wheat, or any of 
tho higher products of farming, to bo 
turned into money before it can bo 
made available for his own use. Tho 
complex transactions by which produc- 
ers and consumers in a civilized society 
provide for the wants of others and 
secure tho satisfaction of their own do 
not enter into tho economics of the 
Irish peasant. He sticks his potato in- 
to the ground, and in duo time ho gath- 
ers tho harvest. Fooling hungry, ho 
goes to his store, deals himself out po- 
tatoes enough for a meal, claps them 
into a pot, cats them, and is content.

We were about to leave on a short 


cruise, and had laid in chickens and 
food of various kinds, when, just as we 
had set sail, a voice came from one of 
the chicken coops f 
customed use to tin 
sailor, on examination, found a parrot 
in one of the coops, but !iow it came 
there none could tell, or none would 
tell, especially as, on hearing of its 
presence, the Captain claimed it. lie 
kept it in his cabin, and grew very fond 
jf it, anil, determined to take it home 
:o his children, ho taught it constantly 


A parrot may be taught to say al- 


nost any words l>y rewarding it with 
peanuts every time it speaks, though if 
•iven too many its feathers finally <lro| 
off. 


As soon as the Captain owned a par- 


'ot, tho objections to others on the ship 
laving them were virtually removed, 
so that at the different ports wo touch- 
id almost every one of the 250 sailors 
louglit a parrot, though all tho officers 
respected the Captain's original or- 
"er. 


Then every sailor made a cage for his 


>arrot out of tin boxes, cutting out sec- 
ions so as to leave bars, thus giving 
he birds air, light and security. 
They 


hen began to teach them according to 
heir different fancies, and I cannot say 
hat all the tuition was judicious. 


However, Ihe birds learned well, and 


gave their owners great pleasure. They 
cere taught all the nautical terras, in- 
tructcd to give orders to fire, to man 
he yards, and to go through all the 
ontine.

The American Mastiff. 


The American mastiff, as it exists to- 


day, is an artificial breed, whoso char- 
acteristics are maintained only by the 
most careful breeding. There is there- 
fore opportunity for the greatest diver- 
sity of appearance, all depending as it 
does on the selection and crossing of 
various strains of blood. This diversi- 
ty shows itself frequently in themattoi 
of size. The medium height allowed 
by the English Mastiff Club is twenty- 
seven inches. 
The maximum height 


of tho breed is said to be thirty-four in- 
ches, but a height creator than thirty- 
one or] thirty-two inches is seldom at- 
tained. The height should be produc- 
ed by the depth of the body, and not by 
length of leg. 
Massireness of frame 


should be the first consideration, stat- 
ure the second. Yet|for many years the 
one idea of tho American breeder was 
to obtain height. To get this he seem- 
ed willing to sacrifice every character- 
istic of the breed, introducing crosses 
of mongrel blood 
that have proved 


most unfortunate in their effects, all 
the time rignorinc the fact that great 
height, though desirable, is not an cs- 
icntial characteristic of the mastiff. 
This seems one of the most 
difficult 


things for the trio to learn. It is not 
desired that these statements should 
jo taken as a declaration in favor of 
small size in the mastiff. 
The aim of 


;he breeder should bo towards 
tho 


argestdog that can be produced with- 
out a sacrifice of that most valuable at- 
tribute which the breeder calls type or 
character. 
A 
mastiff 
twenty-seven 


nches high should weigh one hundred 
and twenty pounds, and one thirty-two 
nches high should weigh one hundred 
ind eighty pounds. 


The head is a 
great point. 
The 


choice lies between a dog with a head 
"ike Hero III., or a dog with a head like 
Pharaoh. 
Both types have in this 


country their admirers and advocates. 
Ye believe that there lias never been 
my authoritative declaration on the 
inestion by any of the American ken- 
lel clubs, but wo quote an extract from 
the points of the mastiff as declared by 
bhe English Mastiff Club : 


"Head—very massive and short, with 
u.lt breadth and depth of skull and 


squareness of muzzle. 
Expression— 


owering. 
Forehead—broad, Hat, and 


vrinklod. 
Mu/.?.lc—short, tnrncatcd, 


Icup, and broad, not tapering towards 
;ho nose, .laws—very wide." 


It is claimed by some that n dog of 


great size and perfect formation, with 
itich a head as that above described, is 
Contrary to the laws of nature, and can- 
lot be produced. 
This assertion is 


based on certain scientific analogies, 
and on the fact that so many of the 
broad, short-bended niastilVsarc either 
small in size or weak in legs. The lat- 
ter defect, being peculiarly prevalent 
in heavy inastilTs, leads to tin; impres- 
sion that the mastill is natiinillya slow, 
unwieldy animal; but this is not true. 
Strength and agility should bo united 
in him, and from the present stand- 
point there seems to be no good reason 
why a mastiff with a typical head and 
of large size should not be produced as 
strong and agile as a certain English 
specimen which was known to be able 
to seize in his jaws the carcass of n fnll- 
grown sheep and le: 
average stone, wall. 


leap with it over an 


If a dog of short head and great size 


cannot be produced, it 
would seem 


that we must be contented with a dog 
of smaller size than usually thought 
desirable, or else abandon the mastiff 
and construct a new dog in his place. 
For, many years ago, before the days of 
the English Mastiff Club, Olivier, most 
careful of naturalists, wrote that the 
characteristics 
of 
the 
mastiff 
were 


"shortness of upper jaw, projection of 
lower jaw beyond tho upper, causing 
the teeth to he undershot, height of 
forehead, depth and breadth of muzzle, 
and massivcncss of head." 


Of the three colors which character- 


ize tho mastiff, the red, the brindle, and 
tbe fawn, the last seems to be regarded 
in America as well as in England with 
the most favor.

the western states. The cautious Col. 
hesitated a moment, ami then said: 
"The President has not made known 
to me any tiling about tlio in attor.

fact I don't know anything about it." 


If truthfully quoted tlie President 


said to his Senatorial: friend; "every- 
thing I do, every appointment 1 make 
is construed as a1 stop towards securing 
re-election, while in reality I am count- 
ing the daysthatreniaiiiuntilm'y release 
f rom office, just 'as if I were a prisoner 
in confinement." Ho mentioned that 
he had not expressed his feelings pub- 
licly, or to the representatives of the 
Press, for the simple reason that ho 
felt that nothing he might say about 
the matter would bo believed.

This is in consonance with what an- 


other friend of the President who was 
recently here on a visit, said In regard 
to a second candidacy in '88. 
He be- 


lieved that Mr. Cleveland would adhere 
to his letter of acceptance and refuse 
to be a candidate fora second term, 
lie was also of the opinion that tbo 
President would write a letter to this 
effect to give the public a clear under- 
standing on the subject. And it is: not 
unlikely that the publicity which has 
been given to this alleged private con- 
venation on the subject will eventual- 
ly provoke some formal and public ut- 
terance from the White House. 


The Episode in the East Room last 


week of the giggling, gabbling news- 
paper men was unfortunate, the Presi- 
dent lias felt compelled to protect him- 
self, or rather to protect his visitors 
from tlio indignities of certain vulgar 
correspondents hero, by withdrawing 
certain privileges to which all journal- 
istic visitors to the Executive Mansion 
have become accustomed.

Unless President Cleveland invited cor- 
respondents to attend the Diplomatic 
reception last winter, tlioy could stand 
in the vestibule with the wrap-bearers 
of guests, hut they never had any defin- 
ite social standing at the official recep- 
tions. Individual members were invit- 
ed privately and on Now Year's Day 
correspondents were freely admited. 


But in the classification of Washing- 


ton official life, where precedence is as 
much thought of, apparently, as at 
European courts, where the smallest 
bureau or division chief is assigned a 
place, as are also the sergeants of po- 
lice of tlio Navy, no correspondent of 
any newspaper could, by virtue of his 
place, gain access to the White House 
on occasions of ceremony.

Cleveland changed all this. He gave 
representatives of the press a definite 
social status when ho officially extend- 
ed to them an invitation to the White 
House through the Secretory of the 
Senate and 
the Clerk of the House. 


As the Correspondent of the Xew York 
Sun wrote at the time. 
"That has 


given the press status by the side of 
Senator and Representative and |the 
staff corps of the General of the Army, 
who wore the gilded cords of'the armies 
of the Continent."

Some farmers sow 


the seeds on the bare stubble and cover 
them with the plow. This may be done 
if the laud Is rich and in good condi- 
tion, but as a rule it in better to thor- 
oughly work the soil before the seed is 
•own, either with the plow and harrow, 
or the Acme barrow, which answers 
both purposes. An inch and a half is 
deep enough for covering. Oats should 
have been ir the ground last month, 
but if they aro not yet sown, no time 
.ihould be lost. 
. Grass and clover seed may !)•» sown 
.with oate, and if the seeding is early 
there will be every probability of a 
good catch. A liberal quantity of seed 
should be used and the sowing should 
be.veryovon. After the oats are har- 
rowed in a convenient way of sowing 
grass seed is to cross the furrow marks

Strawberry Cultivation. 


The different varieties, writes A. S 


Fuller in the American Agriculturis 
often require a different mode of cul 
tare, in order to obtain the larges 
yield and the largest horries. The large 
coarse-growing varieties of the Chil 
species, or the hybrids between these 
mnd the. Virginia strawberry, succeec 
best when grown in hills or single 
rows, and they are usually quite unpro 
ductivo if tho plants are permitted to 
run together and become in tho leas 
crowded; while others will yield :woi: 
cither in narrow or wide beds,' and 
where the plants become matted. 


In tha "hill system" the plants are 


usually set out in rows about three 
feet; apart, and the plants eighteen 
inches to two feet apart in the low. 
The ground is kept thoroughly culti- 
vated among the plants during the en- 
tire season, and all runners removed as 
soon as they appear, or at least once a 
week. This treatment will insure very 
largo and strong plants, with numer- 
ous crowns or buds, from which fruit- 
stalks will push up the following 
spring. 
h 


When growing in single rows, the 


plants may be set about twelve inches 
apart in the rows, and for garden cul- 
ture the rows should be about three 
feet apart, but for field culture I prefer 
a little more space between the rows 
«ay four feet; hut the distance may 
be varied according to the habits of the 
plant. 


In the bed-or matted system, two or 


three rows are planted in beds fourfcct 
wide, and the plants allowed to cover 11 
the entire surface until they form a 
close mat or bed; hence the name. 
One or two crops are taken, and theii 
tlie plants aro plowed up as usual when 
cultivated in rows. 
liur, by thinning 


out occasionally, the beds may he kept 
in a moderately productive condition 
for several .years, especially with some 
of tho more slender growing of our na- 
tive varieties. Some cultivators, who 
raise strawberries for market, adopt

It hns, to be sure, 
een shown that they would not have 
nprisoned the Quakers, or lashed their 
iromcn at the cart's tail from town to 
nvn, or: hanged either sex, if tlie Qua- 
ors had kept away from their jurisdio- 
on; but the same reasoning would 
low that the Inquisition did not mo- 
st heretics who put themselves be- 
ond its reach. 
In fact, thn tiieocracy 


f New England seems to have been a 
•etty ugly mixture of tlie jrlrcgs of 
osaism and feudalism, all tlio bitterer 
ecuuse tliev were tlie dregs. Tlie I'uri- 
.11 rulers, both cleric aud laic, were un- 
mbtedly sincere, conscientious mid 
mragoous; all this lias been rccugniz- 


in full measure., pressed down and 


inning over, by their posterity; and 
is well at last to have one of tnoirdc- 
endants uncover their faults, show 
eir limitations, am] rebuke their er 
rs, their wilful cruelties, their crimes 


against humanity. If he rather over- 
does it, that is his defect of tempera- 
incut; and it remains true, all the 
same, that their yoke was uneasy and 
their burden was sore on the necks of 
their generation. How botli were shak- 
en off by the old theological conserva- 
tives joining hands with tlie political 
liberals in the devolution against the 
state which they hated along with the 
churcli it had established, and then 
falling by the free spirit they had evok- 
ed, is the story which Mr. Adams tells 
absorbingly, clearly, strenuously—not 
to say athletically. 


There is a grim fantasy of Dostoiev- 


sky's in which be depicts the sudden 
appearance at the cathedral door in Se- 
ville of aman by whose look all the 
multitude were arrested with a thrill 
of instant recognition. It docs not need 
tho miracles which he performs on 
those pressing around him to convince 
them that he is Christ come again. 
They know it, aud the Grand Inquis- 
itor passing by and seeing the unseem- 
ly disorder at the cathedral 
door, 


knows it too. But lie docs not hesi- 
tate; he has the stranger arrested, and 
the people sent home abashed and 
trembling. In the evening he visits his 
[irisoncr, and frankly says thai lie 
knows him. But he tells him that he 
hns had his chance, that he was once 
offered all that the Church now possess- 
es, ami that he will not be suffered to 
listurb its hold upon the people: he 
will bo burnt in the Plaza the next 
morning at ten. 


Tlie Quakers came preaching pence 


and equality and freedom to men who 
believed in war and rank and subordi- 
nation ; and they met the sort of wel- 
come from the theocracy of old Xcw 


j England that we now see might have 
been expected in the seventeenth cen- 
tury. They would not he hanged in 
Upstou to-day; the Saviour of mar- 
kind would not be burned to-day even 
in Spain; so far has His spirit penetrat- 
ed at last; but if the old history could 
be repeated in just the old way iu any 
centre of modern civilization, it would 
certainly 
cause anxielies, it would 


cause misgivings. 


The effort to realize any heavenly 


ideal of goodness is still very offensive 
to the world, because it is an unpleas- 
ant reflection upon the walk and con- 
versation of some of the best people in 
it. The thcocrats of New England 
treated greater goodness than their 
own, 
or different goodness, with feroc- 


ity, not because they were flic Church, 
hut because they were the World—a 
little, hard, merciless world of the sev- 
enteenth ocnr.ury set duvvn belt; in the 
wilderness, witli no larcrcr world near 
tn modify it. They hail come out of 
the larger world, supposing themselves 
an Ark of 'the Lord: perhaps they 
were so at first; but as soon as tlie 
power was theirs ihey became a citadel 
of purely mundane siremjth and pur- 
pose. As part of their time, they were 
not so much to blame; but they arc to 
be:forev>r disowned as exemplars to 
this or any future • time in things for 
which theyhayc been warmly '/defend- 
ed. In so far as they persecuted ..arid 
maltreated their fellow-men..they .were 
neither bravo, nor self-devoted nor rev- 
creud: and Mr, Adams, who. teaches 
that they wore poorer in the Christian 
virtues than the pqor common people 
of their state, less merciful, less toler- 
ant, will have done mankind a great 
service if ho has brought this phase of

Tli»obJocUous which can Iw wg*d 


againgt corporate undertakings an fa 
maiiytrospeoU quite iimilar t« thow 
which make MBlnit enterpriiti of pub- 
lic bodies like states and municipal!- 
tics. 


The management U apt to b« waste- 


ful, and, still worse, inernclent. 
The 


owners of tho property must select del- 
egates to act for them, and these are 
not animated to the same extent aa the 
private business man by that active, en- 
ergetic principle of self interest to pro- 
mote the permanent welfare of the bus- 
iness intrusted to them. Only a portion 
of the property, and sometimes a small 
portion, belongs|to the managers. Any 
loss due to mismanagement falls only 
in part on them, and even bankruptcy 
of tho corporation fails to ruin them, 
owing to the fact that liability is limit- 
ed to the amount of investment. Add- 
ed to this is tlie fact that it is often to 
tho interest of those who control corpo- 
rations to bankrupt them. Speculative 
purposes are thus subserved, and the 
property is often bought at auction 
sale by inside rings at greatly reduced 
rutcs. 


Again, tho management of corpora- 


tions, if honest, is slow and cumber- 
some. Directors must In some things 
act according to tho expressed will of 
all the body of stockholders, which 
meets only at intervals of months, and 
often lias a very imperfect understand- 
ing of the business in baud. Kvon when 
nearly everything is intrusted to the 
board ot directors, one has all the diffi- 
culties 
inseparably connected with 


boards. It is impossible that there 
should be that quick, alert action, that 
seizure of advantages offered only for a 
moment, of which an ordinary private 
business man, accountable to no one, 
avails himself. 


All these tlisadvantages are illustrat- 


ed most vividly jn American railway 
history. There .can bo no doubt that 
our railways have cost our railway 
corporations twice what should have 
been paid for them, and bankruptcies 
and foreclosures are events of daily oc- 
currence. 


In his Outlines of Lectures upon Po- 


litical Economy, prepared for the use 
of his students, 1'rof. Henry 0. Adams 
summarizes in parallel columns tho 
facts concerning the organization of 
business on a private basis and on n 
corporate basis. It is stated that one 
of the advantages of a corporate basis 
is that the moral clement is at its min- 
imum, whereas it is at its maximum in 
business organized on tho private ba- 
sis.

This may seem startling, but it is, 


witli certain qualifications, true. Cor- 
loralions are impersonal. 
Uespousibil- 


ity is divided, control is divided, and. 
each one concerned in corporate enter 
irises feels that he cannot bo held per 
soually responsible for its immoral con" 
luct. Thus we witness on the ono 
land public corruption fostered by cor- 
lorations as it never has been fostered 
ly strictly private enterprises, and on 
tho other a general opprossiou of labor 
whenever tho temptation thereto has 
)een great. An instance may bo found 
n tho case of strool-car companies. 
Good and humane men have boon in- 
crested in them, but they all oppress 
their employes if opportunity isofforcd. 
The irnrkiii* day, whore it is not limit- 
ed by strong combinations, as in New 
Vork, or by law, as in Maryland, is so 
long as to ruin health, shorten life, and 
for street-car employes destroy any 
sound condition of that institution 
which is at once tiie pilkrof the state 
and the foundation of our civilization, 
tho -family. I have searched in the 
great cities of this country for even one 
exception to prove the rule, but iiavo 
not, as yet, found it. 


Finally, corporate accumulations of 


capital are so limitless that practical 
monopolies become possible, and In 
some instances even now exist. 
In 


these cases there is as severe oppres- 
sion of the general public as either dare 
be attempted or as will prove profita- 
ble. And the methods of corporations 
in competition with individual enter- 
prises in industry and commerce are so 
unscrupulous, owing to thn absence of 
moral clement, that they have degrad- 
ed the conscience of the business com- 
munity. Agents of a great corporation 
came to a private business man in lial- 
timorn and said, "We want your busi- 
ness; sell out to us or we will ruin 
you." This he did, and is now in the 
employ of the corporation, chafing un- 
der the slavery which affords him a 
livelihood. This corporation pursues 
similar 
methods everywhere.—[I'rof.
